City jailing costs 
may be recouped 


Those convicted 
would pay fees

North County News 

City Council members Tuesday 
unanimously approved an ordi¬ 
nance enabling the city to recoup 
booking and jailing costs from sus¬ 
pects who are later convicted. 

Placentia could recover more 
than $40,000 annually. Last year, 
Placentia paid Orange County 
$46,816 for booking and jailing fees. 

Since 1991, the county has 
charged cities for the cost to arrest 
and book a person at the Orange 
County Jail. A recently passed 
state law allows cities to recover 
those costs by charging the person 
convicted instead of the city. 

‘T think it’s about time the peo¬ 
ple who use our jail facilities pay 
for it,” Councilman Arthur Newton 
said. 

According to a city report, book¬ 
ing a suspect costs approximately 
$154. 

The city only can collect in in¬ 
stances where the Placentia Police 
Department makes the arrest and 
transports the suspect to the coun¬ 
ty jail. 


BUSINESS 


The city will not be reimbursed if 
a person is arrested in Placentia 
for a warrant from another city. 
Police Chief Manuel Ortega said. 

Additional revenues will be re¬ 
covered through administrative 
costs, Ortega said. 

Convicts will be billed by the Pla¬ 
centia finance department. Delin¬ 
quent accounts will be referred to 
the city’s collection agency. 

“It’s our responsibility to recov¬ 
er funds if and when we can,” said 
Bob D’Amato, Placentia city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

In other action, council mem¬ 
bers: 

■ Approved the construction of 
building additions less than 250 
square feet to be processed over- 
the-counter. The buildings must be 
zoned in the commercial and in¬ 
dustrial districts. The process 
eliminates Planning Commission 
approval, the applicant’s fee and 
the four-week wait; 

■ Recognized officer Tommy 
Valentine as the Police Olympics 
Gold Medal Winner; and 

■ Awarded officer Scott Audiss 
with the Auto Theft Recovery 
Award.

Businesses make changes 
to accommodate disabled

Placentia business owners will 
have to make adjustments in their 
buildings and employment prode- 
dures to comply with the Ameri¬ 
cans With Disabilities Act. 

Businesses with 25 or more em¬ 
ployees must reasonably accom¬ 
modate disabled people by provid¬ 
ing equal access and employment 
opportunities, the act states. 

Businesses with 15 to 24 employ¬ 
ees have until July 26,1994, to com¬ 


ply with the new law, which went 
into effect July 26. 

But all businesses must accom¬ 
modate the public regardless of the 
number employees. 

“It’s the most sweeping law in 30 
years,” said Elizabeth Millar, Pla- 
centia-Linda Hospital’s occupa¬ 
tional health services director. 

The law asks employers to ad¬ 
just or modify the application pro¬ 
cess to enable qualified applicants 
with disabilities to be hired for the

No more 
lockers at 
Valencia

The clanging of locker doors, like 
the ringing of the old school bell, 
has passed into history at the Va¬ 
lencia High School. 

Valencia will to do away with 
lockers in a one-year trii pro¬ 
gram, said Sharon McHolland, 
Placentia Yorba Linda Unified 
School District’s assistant superin¬ 
tendent of educational services. 

District officials believe doing 
away with lockers will make the 
campus safer. 

“That’s one less place to hide 
contraband and weapons,’’ McHol¬ 
land said. 

They also expect maintenance 
costs to decline since lockers are a 
frequent target of vandalism. 

Charlene Fink, Valencia’s PTSA 
president, agreed the locker’s re¬ 
moval would reduce vandalism 
and tardiness. 

And Fink doesn’t expect the stu¬ 
dents will mind since most carry 
their belongings in backpacks. 

Lockers will remain in the boys 
and girls physical education and 
shop classes, Fink said. 

McHolland said because this is a 
one-year pilot program at the high 
school level, savings aren’t known, 
though it was significant in the oth¬ 
er schools. 

McHolland couldn’t say whether 
Esperanza or El Dorado high 
schools would follow Valencia’s ex¬ 
ample. That depends on those prin¬ 
cipals and the results of the test, 
she said. 

Group 
appeals 
toll ruling 

Vesta Riggs

Friends of the Tecate Cypress 
appealed an Orange County Supe¬ 
rior Court ruling last week in it’s 
ongoing bid to halt construction of 
Riverside Freeway toll lanes. 

The group’s petition charges Cal- 
trans environmental studies are in¬ 
adequate. Caltrans plans to build 
commuter toll lanes from the Riv¬ 
erside County line to the Orange 
Freeway. A Superior Court judge 
denied the claim in June. 

David Kossak, Friends of Tecate 
Cypress vice president, said a neg¬ 
ative declaration did not consider 
the project’s full impact. A nega¬ 
tive declaration is issued when en¬ 
vironmental effects of a develop¬ 
ment are considered insignificant. 

Kossak said Friends of Tecate 
Cypress wants a more in-depth 
study in the form of an environ¬ 
mental impact report.

More Orange County students

In the Placentia-Yorba Linda 
Unified School District, officials 
said that while numbers have in¬ 
creased from year to year, the big¬ 
gest rise in applicants came during 
the 1991-92 semesters. 

Because the number of job lay 
offs rose dramitically during the 
first part of this year, more par-

Trolley won’t be back soon 


Free service 
is budget victim

The city’s trolley has been col¬ 
lecting dust since service was sus¬ 
pend^ July 1 and it’s not likely 
service will resume for at least a 
year. 

In 1989, Placentia purchased the 
trolley for $78,800 to provide free 


local transportation to residents, 
particularly senior citizens and 
children. 

The trolley went into storage 
when the City Council decided it 
could no longer afford to operate 
the trolley, which cost $24,000 to 
operate and maintain. 

The trolley traveled a 17-mile 
route with 31 stops. Mobile home 
parks, senior centers, shopping 
centers and parks were the usual 
destination. 

So the trolley remains in the 


city’s corporate yard at 2999 E. Jol¬ 
la St. City officials may resume 
service if the city’s financial condi¬ 
tion improves next fiscal year, said 
Placentia City Administrator Bob 
D’Amato. 

He added, however, that the 
council could reinstate trolley ser¬ 
vice anytime but that’s not likely. 

“Basically, everybody’s on hold 
until the state figures out what it’s 
going to do,’’ said Geoff Cobbett, 
Placentia maintenance services 
superintendent.

It is this page that we want to 
discuss with our readers today. 

While some of our readers 
are aware of our libertarian 
philosophy, there are many 
new readers who are not. We 
feel it appropriate to explain 
our philosophy for our new 
readers and re-familiarize 
some of our older readers. 

It will not be uncommon for 
people to say that the editorial 
position of this newspaper is 
conservative. The label will be 
stuck to us due to our editorial 
opposition to government so¬ 
cial programs and much of 
government in general. When 
we oppose taxpayer-financed 
welfare, we will be cast by 
some as a conservative. 

There will be times, howev¬ 
er, that some of our stands 


against a variety of govern¬ 
ment programs will be consid¬ 
ered liberal by some of our 
readers. Thus, our readers 
might become confused on just 
where we stand on the issues. 

Where do we stand? Conser¬ 
vative? Liberal? Do we have a 
social-political philosophy? 

Are we simply taking stands 
as issues come along with no 
consistency in mind ? The an¬ 
swer is no. 

Our stands will be considera¬ 
bly more consistent than those 
of the liberal or conservative 
gender. Simply, as libertar¬ 
ians, we will not be pinned 
down to any particular position 
on the traditional liberal-con¬ 
servative labels. 

What is a libertarian? That 
question is difficult to answer 
in layman’s terms. It would be 
simple to define if it were not 
for the liberal-conservative la¬ 
bels taught by our public 
schools. Because it is conve¬ 
nient to pigeon-hole everyone 
as either conservative, liberal 
or some stripe thereof, it is 
easy for many folks to think 
libertarians bounce from one 
position to another along the 
liberal-conservative pathway. 

In 1982, the Cato Institute, a 
San Francisco think tank, pub¬ 
lished a study attempting to 
predict election results. 

The study argues that the 
liberal-conservative approach 
must be expanded to reflect 
four basic belief systems prev¬ 
alent among the populace. The 
study said the liberal and con¬ 
servative positions mst also 
add room for populists and lib¬ 
ertarians. 

Our dictionary describes a 
libertarian as one who “be¬ 
lieves in the doctrine of free¬ 
dom of the will; a person who 
advocates full civil liberties; 
of or upholding either of these 
principles.” 

What this means, then, is 
that the individual has a right 
to control his own destiny, 
without influence from govern¬ 
ment regulation or taxation. 

We believe in a free spirit. 


Disagreements, opinions 
welcomed and encouraged

Long an advocate of libertarian¬ 
ism, I have often been challenged 
by readers to present my precise 
editorial position on social govern¬ 
ment. I also have been demeaned, 
vilified and ostracized by some 
who vehemently disagree with my 
arguments for individual self-reli¬ 
ance and against the force of gov¬ 
ernmental collectiveness. 

As editorial and community di¬ 
rector of the North County News, I 
sit as a member of an editorial 
board which determines content of 
the editorial opinions of this news¬ 
papers so what follows is written 
from the viewpoint of the editorial 
board. 

We do hear from supporters of 
the libertarian philosophy or from 
those who believe it is time for gov¬ 
ernment to shrink its tentacles in 
deference to personal liberties. 

But in the main it is generally the 
folks who wish to debate our stance 
on the issues who are apt to let us 
hear about the errors of our ways. 
This is good. 

After all, the editorial opinion ex¬ 
pressed on this page each week is 
offered as a means to get readers 


to think about what it is that gov¬ 
ernment really does for us. 

The opinions expressed on this 
page by the editorial board basi¬ 
cally espouse the philosophy of the 
late R.C. Holies, founder of Free¬ 
dom Newspapers Inc., parent com¬ 
pany of Golden West Publishing, 
which publishes this newspaper. 
That philosophy is presented only 
on this, the editorial page, and not 
in our replar news columns. 

Mr. Holies believed that each in¬ 
dividual was born with certain 
rights, derived from the Creator of 
Nature and that these rights may 
not be rightfully taken from that 
individual by anyone. These rights 
include the right to take action to 
defend life, liberty and any proper¬ 
ty, honestly acquired during the 
course of one’s life. 

He believed that an individual 
has the right to join with others in 
defense of these individual rights; 
at the same time being constrained 
from aggressive actions which de¬ 
prive others of these same rights. 
He refused to recognize that politi¬ 
cal government, as opposed by 
self-government, is a proper 
means to attain one’s objectives. 

Political government entails the 
use of aggressive force in organi¬ 


zation, financing and execution, 
according to Mr. Holies. Today, we 
echo that philosophy. Our real 
hope is to encourage others to be 
strong, self-reliant and responsi¬ 
ble. 

While we use this page to present 
these philosophical viewpoints, the 
page is by no means our property 
alone. It is for the use of our read¬ 
ers, too. 

Some of you, perhaps, are opin¬ 
ionated and need a forum for your 
opinions. We offer this space for 
letters to the editor. We ask that all 
letters be signed and include an 
address and telephone number (for 
verification purposes). The ad¬ 
dress and telephone number will 
not be published.

Surely, Mr. Reynolds, along with 
the rest of us, is aware that unem¬ 
ployment is at an eight-year high in 
Orange County. 

that there are hungry and 
homeless men, women and chil¬ 
dren in Placentia. 

that a long line of men stretch¬ 
es out each morning on Bradford 
Avenue, Placentia, desperately 
looking for any kind of work to help 
feed their families. 

that citizens everywhere in 
Placentia have lost jobs and homes 
and are desperate. There is one in 
my tract who was laid off after 
serving in a responsible position 
for over 20 years and with a large 


company. How is he to replace that 
income? He can’t. 

Mr. Reynolds, also, is not too ac¬ 
curate in repeating the statements 
I made at the City Council meeting 
in a public forum, designed just for 
that purpose 

I said nothing about mediocre 
employees ... those are his words. 
What I did say was “mediocre 
product,” referring to govern¬ 
ment. 

For example, in this year’s Pla¬ 
centia city budget book (the only 
way the public has of knowing what 
is happening to their hard-earned 
tax tnoney), 1 cannot find any total 
for city employee wages and bene¬ 
fits. \N^y not? Why is it not there? 

I did note with interest that the 
city budget is almost $25 million 
this fiscal year for this little 7V2- 
square-mile city . .. $4 million more 
than last year. 

Is the wages/benefits total again 
around 50 percent ? Or a larger per¬ 
centage? I personally believe the 
people of Placentia have a right 
£uid a need to know. 

Fortunately or unfortunately, 1 
was raised to be a law-abiding, pro¬ 
police citizen. I have so stated pri¬ 
vately, publicly and often — a fact 
Mr. Reynolds apparently did not 
bother to research. I felt that if 
police jobs held considerable dan¬ 
ger that should be recognized. Can 


I assume I’m wrong on this too, 
Mr. Reynolds? 


Also, Mr. Reynolds, I read, sub¬ 
scribe to and have for 25 years ... 
apparently long before you came 
to the city ... The I>os Angeles 
Times and the Orange County Reg¬ 
ister. I wouldn’t miss them. I also 
read the Placentia News-Times 
with great interest each week. 


This IS not too surprising consid¬ 
ering I have a degree in journalism 
(I almost made Phi Beta Kappa) 
and was editor of The Placentia 
Courier for several years.

more aware of, law enforcement 
training is different and demands 
on the society are greater,” Barr 
said. 

“It’s a whole different bail 
game." 

For Barr, modem police officers 
and leaders need to be on their feet 
regarding new forms of crime and 
criminals. Recently appointed 
chief, Barr has served as police 
officer, sergeant and commander 
for the force. 

He started his police work as an 
officer on the Placentia police 
force in 1965. He moved to Placen¬ 
tia in 1967. 

"A lot had to db with my uncle,” 
Barr said, referring to Warren 
Shelton, a retired police officer 
from the Santa Rosa Police De¬ 
partment.

planned to use Paganching as a 
model in his upcoming classes for 
disabled women. ‘Considering 
there are more than 200,000 deaf 
people in Orange County, there’s 
a big group to reach,” Speare 
said. 

Axelson's two-hour class, open 
only to women — "no men al¬ 
lowed” — is grounded in grunt 
work Participants square off 
with leg latches, tuck and buck, 
frtMital assaults and pillow talk 
when they simulate a bedroom 
attack. 

“This is a fight for your life,” 
Axelson periodically reminded his 
students. “In the initial seconds 
of an attack, you must get control 
back.” 

Tiffany Smith of Fullerton, tak¬ 
ing the class for the second time, 
recalled how a neighbor once 
pinned her to the ground. “Now I 
know how I could have gotten out 
of it, but I’ve always found it dif¬ 
ficult to be aggressive.” 

Placentia resident Kay Bryant, 
recalling some of the stories 
about gang members following 
women home, said, "We have to 
learn to protect ourselves. It’s 
pretty scary out there ” 

Axelson told his students not to 
worry about being strong. “You 
simply need to redirect the at¬ 
tacker’s strength so it works for 
you.” 

He said criminals are creatures 
of opportunity who are not brave 
people. Instead, they suffer from 
low self-esteem and insecurities. 

“But sometimes you feel like a 
piece of frozen meat,” said belly 
dancer/secretary Marcy Drennan

As the morning students 
snarled and snickered, Axelson 
encouraged his amateur at¬ 
tackers to spare no time going for 
wherever it hurts the most. 

“Size isn’t everything,” Axel¬ 
son said. “Big people offer bigger 
targets. It’s easier to hit what 
you’re aiming for. A 300-pound 
lioness can drag down a 2,000- 
pound water buffalo. Don’t think 
size with any attacker. Think fe¬ 
rocity.”

position they desire. 

“As long as you can do the job, 
you must be considered," Millar 
said. "You should be looked upon 
the same as Joe Blow.” 

According to the act, a disability 
is a physical or mental impairment 
that substantially limits one or 
more life functions. 

According to the California 
Health and Safety Council, exam¬ 
ples of disabilities include dyslex¬ 
ia, HIV (or AIDS), tuberculosis, 
cerebral palsy, blindness, deaf¬ 
ness, cancer, epilepsy, heart dis¬ 
ease, multiple sclerosis, muscular 
dystrophy, paralysis, confinement 
to wheelchair, lost limbs, mental 
illness, mental retardation and di¬ 
abetes. 


Job applicants cannot be asked 
about potential health problems, 
disabilities, physical characteris¬ 
tics, medical history, substance 
abuse or family history. 

Dale Goodman, a member of the 
Placentia Advisory Committee on 
the Disabled, said most business 
adjustments should cost less than 
$ 200 . 

Types of accommodation may 
include a raised foot stool, adjust¬ 
ing desk heights, adapting equip¬ 
ment controls for hand or foot oper¬ 
ation, modifying bathroom facili¬ 
ties, rearranging files or shelves, 
adjusting work schedules, restruc¬ 
turing job duties or providing time 
off for medical appointments or 
rest periods. 

Compliance is not mandatory if 
it imposes a financial burden that 


would disrupt a business. 

Placentia-Linda Hospital has 
made several changes to comply 
with the law, said Jim Fenster- 
maker, a hospital spokesman. 

All signs were replaced at a cost 
of $16,000. Signs now are placed at 
a particular height, in Braille with 
raised lettering and have enough 
contrast to differentiate the back¬ 
ground from the lettering. 

A new patient room, which in¬ 
cludes a phone with a blinking light 
for hearing-impaired patients, is 
fully accessible. The bathroom in¬ 
cludes fixtures for the handi¬ 
capped, a special shower and bath 
and relocated electrical outlets.

When she meets Macbeth, she 
inflames his desire to become 
king of Scotland with a deep em¬ 


brace, making hunger for sex and 
power one and the same. With a 
long kiss, she urges him to take 
action and vanquish his enemies. 

Birney, best known for his role 
as a philandering doctor in “St. 
Elsewhere,” portrays Macbeth 
as a fervent emotionalist. He 
whips himself to a frenzy in his 
determination to gain the throne. 

But his interpretation of the 
role is a bit shallow, and he 
wavers a bit in delivering the po¬ 
etry, especially in the famous, “Is 
this a dagger I see before me?” 

However, he makes up for it by 
displaying the great determina¬ 
tion of a man who feels indomita¬ 
ble in his quest for the throne. He 
portrays a man who’s set a course 
and is determined to stay on it

despite evidence he is failing. 

Equally effective throughout 
the performance. Van Ark poi¬ 
gnantly shows Lady Macbeth’s 
slip into madness. When she sees 
the enormous evil she’s set in mo¬ 
tion, Van Ark becomes trans¬ 
formed into a haggard shell of her 
former self. 

Director Jules Aaron, with help 
from scene designer John laco- 
velli, has fashioned a handsome, 
fast-paced production. The set 
suggests ancient castles or pre¬ 
historic temples succumbing to 
the ravages of time. Either way, 
the facade seems a metaphor for 
man’s desire for power. 

A grate stands mid-set, emit¬ 
ting smoky vapor. It becomes 
swamp fog when the hags and 
witches tempt .Macbeth with the 
promise of power, and also 
warms the dank, cold air in the 
castle scenes. 

In supporting roles, Alan Fein¬ 
stein is excellent as Macbeth’s 
close companion, Banquo, who 
becomes a victim of his friend’s 
ambition. 

Ron Campbell is impressive as 
Seyton, Macbeth's henchman. 
'This part is greatly emphasized 
by Aaron, who deftly juggles 
Shakespeare’s text to make the 
loyal servant responsible for his 
master’s evil machinations. 

As the two who rise up against 
Macbeth, Richard Hoyt Miller is 
strong as Macduff, but Matthew 
Walker lacks stature as the for¬ 
mer king’s son, Malcolm, who 
will inherit the throne. 

Aaron adds an innovative touch 
at the end when he has three 
witches surround Banquo’s son, 
Fleance (Michael Ambrosio), im¬ 
plying that the temptation to seek 
power is ever with us. 

"Macbeth” can be seen in Gar¬ 
den Grove through Aug. 29.

THE WINNER’S CIRCLE 

These horse owners have a breed apart

To most people, being an 
owner or even a co-owner of a 
champion race horse is a title 
reserved strictly for the 
wealthy. 

But while Pete Gallegos, 
Joyce Bernhardt and Jess Pur¬ 
cell certainly aren't poverty 
stricken, they are typical hard¬ 
working citizens who gained a 
unique opportunity and have 
taken full advantage. 

They've taken their involve¬ 
ment in horse racing in stride, 
you might say. 

Gallegos, who owns Yorba 
Linda Feed, has been involved 
one way or another in horse 
racing for the past 30 years. 
He’s ridden them. He’s trained 
them. Now, he owns them. 

Bernhardt, a retired school 
teacher from Los Angeles who 
now makes Yorba Linda her 
home, is an active owner who 
has been associated with Ga¬ 
llegos for a decade. 

Purcell, a resident of Pla¬ 
centia, is a retired construc¬ 
tion engineer and no neutral 
third party in this partnership 

The three have their sepa¬ 
rate interests in the sport of 
quarterhorse racing, but 3- 


year-old “Bobby Beduino” is 
their cumulative pride and 
joy. Fresh off a victory in the 
“Dash for Cash Derby” at Los 
Alamitos Race Track July 25, 
a victory that netted the trio 
roughly $55,000, Bobby Beduino 
has placed in seven of 12 starts 
since he ran for the first time 
last summer. Included among 
those seven top three finishes 
are five outright victories. 

“He has some of the best 
bloodlines around.” says Galle¬ 
gos referring to Bobby Be- 
duino's half-brother on the sire 
side, “Corona Chick,” possess¬ 
or of a brilliant 11-race win¬ 
ning streak at Los Alamitos. 
“We actually have some for¬ 
eign interest in the horse.” 

Much like stocks on Wall 
Street, race horses command a 
much higher price on the open 
market when they’re winning. 
Thus, the three co-owners 
must avoid becoming emotion¬ 
ally attached to their horses. 

Bobby Beduino is winning, 
so now might be the time to 
make the deal. It is, after all, 
a business first. 

Still, Gallegos doesn’t talk 
like one who is contemplating 
a sale any time soon. 

“We’ve got two more big 
derbies this year,” he said, re¬ 


ferring to the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Derby at Hollywood Park 
in October and the Budweiser 
Derby at Los Alamitos in De¬ 
cember. 

And it’s possible, says Gal- 
lego, that Bobby Beduino and 
Corona Chick could be on a 
collision course toward a head- 
to-head confrontation at one or 
both of the big races. 

“I don’t know if we could ou¬ 
trun Corona Chick, but I’d hate 
to be disappointed by not ever 
finding out,” Gallegos said. 

Bobby Beduino’s trainer is 
Carlos Lopez, a Venezuelan 
who resides in Anaheim. 

A widower and lifelong Pla¬ 
centia resident, Purcell has 
been involved in horse racing 
throughout his life. He retired 
from Warner Corp. in Ana¬ 
heim and has trained and rid¬ 
den prior to his ownership 
role. 

“It’s been my passion. I 
have been involved in horse 
racing forever, it seems like,” 
Purcell said. 

Eventually, Bobby Beduino 
will be sold, and t! nrocess 
will begin again with another 
promising yearling or 2-year- 
old. 

And that’s the beauty of it 
all.

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Advertising never sells — realtors do 


Advertising has never sold a home, and 
it likely never will. As long as a home 
buyer must see his or her prospective 
purchase prior to actually closing an es¬ 
crow, only real estate agents and brokers 
will sell homes. 

The process of advertising only sells 
pr^ucts via direct mail or telephone or¬ 
der sales. Otherwise, advertising is only a 
single element in a mix of marketing ef¬ 
forts. It entices the consumer to find out 
more about a product or service. 

The first — and most important — goal 
of advertising is to motivate the consum¬ 
er to call or visit the advertiser’s place of 
business. From this critical point of con¬ 
tact, the selling process begins. 

So how does advertising fit into real 
estate sales strategies? Is advertising 
necessary to result in a sale? What sould a 
home seller look for in his or her broker¬ 
age firm’s advertising? And should a 
home seller expect that his or her home 
will be advertised during the listing peri¬ 
od? 

Advertising is critical to the real estate 
marketing process. Unless potential

home buyers and their real estate agents 
or brokers know of an office’s inventory, 
the telephone doesn’t ring. And unless the 
telephone rings, the selling process can’t 
begin. 

The most important fact to consider is 
this: Less than 3 percent of potential buy¬ 
ers actually purchase the home they first 
call about. Many callers will purcase an¬ 
other home, however. 

A wise seller will be more concerned 
about the quantity and quality of his or 
her brokerage firm’s incoming advertis¬ 
ing telephone calls than whether his or 
her home is included in the advertise¬ 
ment. 

Prospective home sellers may wish to 
query their real estate agent or broker 
about their firm’s incoming telephone ac¬ 
tivity. How do they log calls? Do they 
have an updated “switch list" to enable 
the agent who answers the phone to dis¬ 


cuss other homes (possibly yours) with 
the prospective buyer? What is the firm’s 
percentage of in-house sales, as a demon¬ 
strated control of the incoming call pro¬ 
cess? 

The most successful real estate adver¬ 
tisements include photos of properties 
that appear to be priced well below simi¬ 
lar homes with which the buyer may be 
familiar. There is no secret to this. This 
advertising practice appeals to the most 
basic human instinct — greed (or the pos¬ 
sibility of buying a home for far less than 
it actually may be worth). 

Classified advertisements (also known 
as scatter ads) can make the telephone 
ring, too. Because they are classified geo¬ 
graphically, they often help to establish a 
firm’s prominence within one or two com¬ 
munities. This can be important in neigh¬ 
borhoods popular with specific types of 
buyers, such as parents with school-aged 
children or those looking for a recreation¬ 
al lifestyle. 

Some advertisements serve more to 
promote individual agents than they do a 
firm or its inventory. These agents usual¬ 


ly have large inventories of their own. 

They use the advertisemenis to appeal 
to prospective home sellers — instead of 
buyers — to build and maintain their list¬ 
ing inventories and generally count on 
other agents to sell their listings. 

Sellers should look for consistency in a 
firm’s advertising and a focus on promot¬ 
ing the firm’s inventory' instead of its 
agents. And sellers who insist their home 
be among those advertised should be will¬ 
ing to repay the firm in the event the 
listing expires without a sale. 

Most importantly, sellers should look 
for a balanced listing inventory that is 
representative of their home. Be certain 
that homes similar in location, price 
range and features are advertised fre¬ 
quently. 

And hope the phone does ring.
